Four women died in the colli­ 
sion of a Greyhound bus and a 
semitrailer truck Monday night 
near Evanston, Wyo. At least 20 
other passengers on the bus were 
injured. 
One grim record already was 
set, this for all types of accidental 
deaths in the country during the 
78-hour period. The old record for 
violent deaths attributed to the 
holiday observance was 904 in

Pennsylvania reported 27 deaths
